"Application of superphosphate to 
farm land of Hempstead County is 
one of the better farming practices 
'or which assistance is available to 
farmers under the 1944 Triple-A 
conservation program, according to 
Earl Martindale, Hempstead county 
'armer and chairman of the county 
Triple-A committee. 
Application 
of 
superphosphate 


aids soil fertility by replacing the 
phosphorus which is removed from 
the soil 
by crops and 
through 


erosion which carries off the rich 
topsoil. 
The lack 
of phosphorus 
helps cause 
erosion 
because a 


good plant cover cannot be grown 
effectively on land that is deficient 
in phosphorus. 
One of the more effective ways 


to use superphosphate is to use it 
along with winter legume crops. 
When the winter llegume crop is 
turned under, not only the nitrogen 
gathered from the air by the crop 
is available but the phosphate with 
which the crop is fertilized is also 
available for the crop that follows 
the winter legume.

Superphosphate, Mr. Martindale 


said, 
is one of the 
conservation 
materials 
that may be obtained 


through the county Triple-A office 
at no initial cost to the farmer.
